Sept. 15 Deadline 





September 15 looms large on 
the calendar and in five days 
hence thousands of persons in 
this district will have filed an 
estimate of their 1943 income. 

10 per cent penalty will be 
levied on late reports and in 
addition a 214 per cent penalty 
will be assessed for failure to 
make the required payment 
which is due at this time, ac- 
cording to Harry C. Westover. 

Apparently Uplanders are 
aware of the approaching dead- 
line for accountants, auditors, 
bankers, attorneys, and other 
persons are besieged by indi- 
viduals for assistance. 

David Bradfield, deputy inter- 
nal revenue collector, in the On- 
tario post office building, is also 
virtually covered up with in- 
quiries and reports. 

Other penalties are in line for 
delinquent taxpayers, Mr. West- 
over pointed out.

Other measures make provision for returning servicemen 
who wish to continue their education either in the liberal 
arts, professional or vocational fields. 

One provides an easier road for veteran-farmers through 
the medium of liberal loans, and others propose various types 
of financing for veteran home-purchase plans. 

Stiffening of the re-employment provisions of the Select- 
ive Service Act is suggested in one measure. Another would 
extend preferred status to returning servicemen seeking 
Civil Service positions. Two are concerned with making un- 
employment insuronce available to ex-soldiers, sailors and 
marines. 

The proposed measures cover a wide range. And al- 
though some of them undoubtedly have been introduced with 
an eye on the returning servicemen’s votes, yet they do in- 
dicate that veterans of the present war will be treated far 
more intelligently and generously than the men who fought 
in the last World War—and were given sixty dollars and a 


railroad ticket upon honorable discharge, plus a belated:

A tubular electric light on the end of the boroscope affords 
inside illumination so that every square inch of the bore may be closely scruti- 
nized as the boroscope is moved forward and backward the length of the 
151%-ft, barrel, An ominous sight for the Axis is the inset close-up of the 
rifling as seen through the boroscope. Production of this gun, which has a 
range of more than five miles, is a major Chevrolet war assignment.
